The following is responsive to Applicant's amendment received Nov. 1, 2004. 

Claims 9-15 are cancelled. No new claims are added. Claims 1-8, 16-18 are 
currently pending. 

The amendment necessitates the following election requirement. 

Upon further reconsideration of the claims, the Examiner respectfully submits the 
following election requirement. 

Applicant's amendment and the remarks contained therein will be considered in 
so far as they pertain to the elected species. 

Due to the complex nature of the claims, no request for an oral election is being 
made. Please see MPEP 812.01. 

Election/Restriction 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: a method for decreasing intraocular pressure or 
improving ocular accommodation by administering a compound represented by the 
formula (1) wherein "Ar+" is a six membered heteroaryl ring having a first ring nitrogen 
and optionally second or third ring nitrogens, with the remaining ring atoms being 
carbon, oxygen or sulfur and (2) "Y" is -CH(R5)-R6 or NH2. Even as amended, the 
claims encompass numerous chemically and structurally distinct species and the search 
for one species is not coextensive and required for the other. 

Applicant is respectfully requested to elect of single species for M Ar+" and for "Y". 
Furthermore, Applicant is respectfully requested to elect a specific compound. To assist 
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the Examiner's search of the claimed subject matter, Applicant is respectfully requested 
to submit, along with the elected compound, a chemical drawing of that compound. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. Applicant is advised that a 
reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected 
consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including 
any claims subsequently added.
